The 
ti'reeiaii writer, nemo, deseribes in 
one of Ills works a tyjie of hand 
engim^ tisisl in Egypt during the 
days of the Flolemies, h'mtii liis 
di'seriplioin the engine must have 
lieen a eoiinterpriji of tlie type 
used in both this eoinitry and in 
England many eenluries !atm\ The 
tiHHli'l deserilied by Memo was a 
dmihte foreing |mmii wil.h a enm- 
tral air ehaniher whieh fnreiMl (he 
water out of a narrow sjiout by 
eompres-sing tiic air in the ehatiilier. 

First Fire Fighters 

As early as *12 |l,(\ we* Imve* 
record of the first urganized fire 
fighting in aneient Ifoiiie. This was 
a department orguniml liy the 
Emperor Taesar Augustus, iiiul 
was eoiii|ms<*d of slaves cal lei I 
Vigiles* In fi Ad) , the ile]mrtment 
wiis n-organizeil. If was made up 
then of 7,fKKl fiw men divided into 
seven sect ions, eaeh seel ton being 
ei pi ip per! with crude hand f>um]» 
and Imekets* There is a recon I also 
to jirovo that tliese nnoi wi^nt into 
ope nit ion uji itie ilay that ‘*Xem 
fiddled wluh* Ihiioe Imrned*** 

During the tkirk ages, when so 
many of tlie progressive steps men 


Imd taken were thrown aside, not 
tu ht^ relaini until tlie eoming uf 
the iMiddle Agt-s and the rebirth of 
the arts and seiem-es, there appears 
to Imve lH‘en no organized efl'oin l*i 
eonlrol fire, for the |Kiges of his- 
tory are full of the stories of liolo- 
c/i lists and loss of life, with tuk 
menlimi i»f any eoueent niteil means 
of eonir(»l, 

III the sixteenth I’entury, we fiiul 
reeiird of large syriagi*s lieiiig 
monnled on earls and rushed to 
stH'nes of fires. 

The great fire n( Ijundon in Itjfifi 
was the driving force, however, 
(Imt rc'rilly hrmight about organ- 
ized fire iigliling in earliest . In 
MifiT, the year Tot lowing the great, 
ramtinn (uui flagrat i«m, a man 
lumieil Nicholas Barbim, with a 
gnaip of other interested persons, 
stU up the first fire insurauee eom- 
paiiy and in or<ler to profwf their 
interests, went about organiriiig 
(ire lu'igailes. 

In Amerjcu the first fire eoiu- 
piniy was organized in Boston in 
Ht7s. These organizations were 
cnlled "fire soi»ieltes” and were 
volimleer assiwdalions forined of 
friends ami neighlmrs and they 
combined fire fighting with siH*ial 
diveiHjion in about tlie same pro- 
portion. These voluntis'r eoiu- 
pmiies were tjrganizcd in cities alt 
over the Tniled States, Improve- 
ments in lU-ganized fire fighling 
(*ami» swiftly after the turn of the 
18th century.

iiose t'e})laced le<ather hose which 
was never satisfactory. 

1 hiring this period the l oluateei' 
sysleai of firefighting fliiurished in 
America. It replaced the old fire 
soeiclies and the volunteer eoim 
panies \unv organized into engine, 
hook and ladder and imse eoim 
jvaaies. While tliere wore plenty 
uL willing workers ta 111 esc volnm 
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about the aiiddle uf the 19lh cen- 
tury’ that consideraliori was given 
to a ** piijd fire whose 

members would give their full time 
to fire fighitiig. 

Ill 1855 the first eonipletely sue* 
eessful steam fire engine was eoji- 
sfrucletl for the t *iiy of Cnteiimati, 
tHiio. It was so siireessfiil that 
delegations from many cities, 
which had suffered severe fire 
losses, came to tlneinimti to view 
it and immediatidy set [datts in op- 
eration to ae([uire such an engine 
for their own city.

Naturally then, in 
an i^ra when men were orjranizrti^, 
the firemen altem|>1eil to hand to-

Those early days of nidonism

iuie year. A pnibal ionary report 
is made on him oin-e a month by 
his battalion ehief. Al the end of 
a year, he is eilher ueeei>ted for 
permnneiit diil.V or dropped. 

Cliief Maylii'W saifl very few 
who ever served their full year of 
uppreutieeshljj are dropfJC<i — only 
a limit five that be eoubl remember 
in his 40 years of service, lie said 
that the chief reason for this is, 
tliat the men in the engine eoni- 
paiiies, living together, eating to- 
gether, working together, playing 
rnrd.s together, beiaime firett>’ tdose 
and a deep bond of loyalty and 


sense of pride in their compaMy is 
fosl ered. They eouiisel I lie p ro* 
ba tiomiry man and help him all 
I hey eau. If he is a *‘smari aleek/' 
they usually can bring him around 
to being the ’‘right kind of guy*' 
ami if lie gels into trouble lie hns 
*M1vo altorncys for his defense— 
the men are ihat close/’ said Chic I' 
May hew. 

Now ijiie of the most impi*rtant 
factors in this fireman training to 
us, was tlie fact that it dws not 
stop after that month’s intensive 
drill or even after the year h |>ro- 
batioir Every week so long as a 
man remains in the Fire Depart- 
ment, ho goes through 18 differout 
drills, n* vie wing every phase of his 
work a.s a lireman* Thus h fire 
tighter can never grow^ stale or for- 
get Ins t nil II in g.

While travelling there, 
Arelulnke Franeis Ferdinantl, the 
heir to the Austrian ihroiie, was 
as.sassinated by an insane na* 
tionalisl. With siipiKirt fmm Oer* 
many, vVnst ria immediately 
blamed the Serbian guvernmen* 
for the ineident, elaimiiig it %vas 
intent UmaL Siieh severe re para* 
tloiis ’tvere demanded by -Xiistrijij 
that Russia eame to the aifl of the 
smaller eoiintry. Eneouraged Ijy 
Frimee. Russia began to mobilize 
to defend her fellow Slavs. In the 
eyes of Oerniany, this was tanta- 
mount to war and when Russia re- 
fused to demohUke, Germany de- 
clared war. In order to protect her 
interest.s, England sided with 
Franee and lUissia, Invents ne* 


curred rnpidly nfler that and soon, 
almost all the emmtrk's of the 
world were involve<l in the con- 
troversy, 1'lie powerful German 
anriy overran Belgiiim and Franee, 
wliile the German imv 3 * wrtHiglit 
fiavoe on tlic sca.s. 

Despite the preearious position 
of its economy, wlticii was to a 
large extent dependent upoTi the 
siicee.ss of the Allies, the Ihiitcil 
States remained neutral thrmigli 
two years of the ctmliieE But the 
Germans were wrecking our sliit)- 
tdng so eompletely that 1)V ttlKi, 
we were compelled to take sides 
against ihem.

Entrance of the riiited States 
info the war eame at im extnmiely 
opportmie momeiu, since the for- 
tunes of the iUlies were at a low 
ebb at that time. By the treaty of 
Brest-Lit ovsk^ Riissta withdrew- 
from the war, Ansi ria had wreck- 
ed the Italian army and the lines 
f)f w'ar-wcary British soldici^s in 
Franee ('i>nstantly were being 
puslied hack. The fresh American 
troops, which poured in al just 


the right time, made inifa>rtant 
eoiil ribulions Uiwiird eheekiug tlie 
German advance. In duly, ilie 
All ies launched a counterattack 
and the aggressive ot'ensivc which 
liegan then never ceased until the 
Armistice. By laic Scplejtihor, it 
was evident that the tide of l>nttle 
had turned. 

For three days ladore iIh‘ sign- 
ing of the Armistice, peai-e dis- 
cussions ha<l been going on in the 
forest of rompiegnej Fi‘aiiee, 
where tlie lieadquarters of Mar- 
shall Foeh, etmimander of the Al- 
lietl farces were located.

Q. When and whg are auto- 
fmajs/or?jH j' igjn sinrters used 
with motors?

A. In rural districts or in loca- 
tions where the power company 
does not have hea%'y enough serv- 
ice to absorb the momentary in- 
creased eummt demand for the 
stroking torque of a large motor, 
the power conq^any wilt specify 
the maxinuim ainoLint of locked 
rotor current that a customer may 
connect to tlieir service cables. 
Motors starting umler load draw 
genei^ally six times their normal 
rmmiiig current at full load. 

In order to reduce this inrush 
of current and to limit the start- 


ing torque a reduced voltage type 
of starter is used which makes use 
of an auto- transformer, a resistor 
(someiimes called grids ^ or a re- 
actor in the circuit and then when 
the motor has come ut> to full 
speed the current limiter is shunted 
out of the eireuit and the full volt- 
age is imprcsseil on the motor for 
normal nmning conditions. 

See diagram below for connec- 
tion of auto-transforiiicr type 
starter to motor. Witli an auto- 
ti^ansformer the starting current, 
kilovolt-nmiiercs and starling tor- 
(pie varies as the square of the 
voltage at tlie motui* lerminals, 

A disadvantage of tliis type of 
starter is that the toniuc which is 
applied remains ijractically con- 
stant for the first step of starting 
and practically constant at another 
value for the second step, whereas 
with tho ;,riniary resistance type 
starter the torque varies, tiiercas- 
ing steadily as the motor acceler- 
ates to its normal nmuing .speed.

Oui‘ union has a new distinction. 
Or perhaps it should be called an 
honor instead of a distinction. It is a 
second-class honor but nevertheless 
it is an honor. We are the second - 
highest union in the Ninth District 
contributing to the L.L. ItL. Yes sir, 
we are second highest^ an average of 
2Fy cents per member. IsiYt that some- 
thing? The League asks foi' two dol- 
lars foj' every member in the AF^L and 
we generously give 25 cents to help 
fight labor's battles. Ft Is rumored 
that doctors give (generously) or 
else. No wondcT' tlieir side stays on 
top. It costs money to fight any bat- 
tle. 

Apparently labor hasn't become 
educated to the fact that she must 
keep up the long range fight to main- 
tain her gains or to make new gains. 
We nmst keep pluggiiTg for immediate 
gains but io accomplish this we must 
wage u vigorous and continuous long 
range battio to place and keep men 
favmable to the cau,se of labor in 
the Congress and the Legislatures or 
it will be difficult to maintain the re- 
cent gains made by labor, let alone 
make any additional gains. 

The increased wage pattern in this 
area was set during the past .spring 
and as all our contracts have an effec- 
tive date prior to the sudden increase 
in living costs which started in ,Iune, 
we are behind the eight btill unless 
\ve cii7i find some w^ay out which 
doesn't appear likely. .As an industry 
it seems that vve have been behind the 
eight ball for some time. In fact the 
BL.S data will show that the electric 
utility industry as a whole is lagging 
far behind other industries in wage 
increases granted ij] the last few 
year.s, Ls this due to the fact that we 
as an industry have been organized 
longer than some other industries and 
thus received the benefits of organ iz,a- 
timi over a longer pei iod or it is be- 
cause we have not been as energetic 
in advancing our cause as some other 
industries have done? Perhaps ^^e 
have been getting our fair .share over 
the past years and these newly or- 
ganized industries are just now catch- 
ing up. Hut when has labor ?'eceived 
its fair .share? A review of some of 
the electric utility earnings reports 
would seem to indicate that a greater 
share for labor could be a possibility. 

To conform to regulations of the 
Taft-Hartley we held two certifying 
cdectinns recently. If it had not been 
for a few' ballots not returned the re- 
sults would have been unanimous for 
our union. It is strange that some 
members can be so disinterested in 
their own \velfare that they wHl not

Leadership Training 
Is Need of the Times

With unionism beinR om; of tlio 
greatest assets of our demoenitie 
country, it should be only ajjpropHate 
then that we who are eoimected with 
this force should strive to expemnd 
our beliefs. Ccmtmry to opinions of 
some of the pn*ss and some mish^d 
and misinformed people, we m e deniO' 
cmticv autonomous orga iiizations, b<dli 
in our intematiomil offices and local 
unions. 

But, %cith an influx of much rnm- 
s]«illc‘ti labor iutn war work every^ 
wrhere, and afUo^ the war the G. 1. 
apprentice training programs, build- 
ing and expansion programs provide 
ing all kinds (jf vvoik, labor had a gap 
to fill— ami easily it was filed , lofi. 
Because of the ease in finding work 
and the ease in getting new membei s, 
labor grew weak. Mmnbere stayed 
away from their meetings in droves, 
feeling no need for their uniMiB when 
work was so gooil. The mem In us 
and some of the ofikeu's were inclined 
to give away to other ciafU and 
trades jobs they considered none too 
good. Some gave away or neglected 
the dirty jobs, then tried to make ui» 
for the loss by stealing and infring- 
ing upon other trades, A multitude of 
jobs were left by the wayside — in 
most cases they are still there Ik!- 
cause they arc not of the highest type 
and clasBiftcation and the starting 
wage scale may of necessity he low 
imlH it can be built up. Other trades, 
tlien, and other mganizations w*ho 
were not so pnmd, steppinl in and 
took over these job.s becaURi^ of this 
bixness, even e ruin hi ing deterioration 
in some unions. 

Where i.i this giving and gnibbing 
going to get u.^? W lie re is the bar* 
immy that shouhl be prf‘valcnt among 
all trades? W'hy must there he two 
organiziition.B, the A.F. of L. ami the 
no? Was it betausc id' a InxnesH or 
.smugJTess in the begimning when il 
was lluiught only building trades 
needed organizatiim? Surely some- 
ijue must have envisioned the people 
in faetaries, shops and oficc's who also 
needed organization to give them 
strength to bargain for their just 
duc.s. Maybe now that there is talk 
of a merger, there will actually be 
a merger for the gf»ud of all organized 
labor. Maybe the namt^s A.F. of L. 
and no ciin bi* serapjied, and maybe 
with a fresh start, a fre.«5h progres- 
sive policy can be brought into being. 

Something else alumt labor unions 
behoove-s me, and that is the lack of 
qualified men holding S4jme otUces and 
the lack of I mining of young, promis- 
ing camfdatos as future ofTlce holti- 
er.R, While we have many good lead- 
er's, we could have more good leaders 
if each union would speml a few dol- 
lars to send promising persons to 
school to study labor legislation, 


public speaking, economics ami many 
other useful courses. If some of the.se 
people never get the ripprulunity to 
serve their unions in an ofliciul cap- 
acity, the public contact they make 
would more than pay for the cost of 
their schooling by the gi>od nann- 
they could give their unions. Big 
business and little business spend a 
great deal of time ami money Uah]- 
ing their personnel for top jobs, but 
we ill labor oftentimes give our va)Ui.s 
til people because they are “gin id 
guys/' not because of their ability to 
do a good job. 

Maybe It's time we wake up and 
start living. Over the last 10 years 
fair gains have been made by labor. 
We, the oi'ganiKt'd, have a higher 
wage than the unoi'ganizod for .similar 
working condUions, hut we are badly 
lucking. Our gains have been mone- 
tary — we seem to ha\'e forgotten 
fringe inmefits. It is these Ixmetlt.^ 
that I believe are the most substantial 
on an overall basis. Paid holidays 
should hi} in evi^ry contract — no one 
should he required to take borne a 
short pay check. One week^s paid va- 
cation should he anotheq- item in every 
conlrjicl. Everyone should have at 
least one week off in 52. Thei'c are 
many other benefits tlnit should he 
included, and the next time contracts 
arc opened I hope these demands will 
be up for consideration. 

M’ith these few thoughts down on 
paper now, 1 will rest until a later 
Kssue. Utrmember, Imtld ynurself iqi 
by building your union up, not fiy 
tearing It down.

Full Backing of Labor

Organised labor is 199 percent be- 
hind a real honest-io-goodness safety 
] ^ rogi 'a m . W e tie 1 i eve t h at t h e re o Light 
to b(» in every plant a joint Labtu- 
Management Committee working 
around the clock 35.5 days a year to 
[Uevcnl accidents, 

Tjabor has been in the front lines 
seeking legislation setting up a code 
of stambuds ami adequate inspection.^ 
particularly at this time in the build- 
ing construction industry where there 
are a lot of seiious accidents due to 
luck of proper staging. In Maine 
theie is dire need for such legislation. 
The inoblorn of industrial accidents 
can be ticked only when labor and 
managorntmt wea k together as a team. 
While it is true management ha,s a 
legal and moral responsibility for the 
safety of its employes, the workei 
himself has the responsibility of pro- 
tecting his fellow worker as well as 
himself. The employer must be sin- 
cere in providing for the safety of his 
workers; ibe worker i7Tust also make 
full use of all safety protective equip- 
ment. 

In organized plants industry and 
labor should have regular meetings to 
discuss safety measures through their 
respective safety committees. Meet” 
iugs with em[>loyes and full discussion 
will tend to make for a better pro- 
gi'am. When Union member.^ feel that 
they are a pai-t of the team, better 
coopt' lilt ion is sure to follow. Every 
accident ought to be reviewed not with 
the itiea of placing the blame but find’ 
ing the cause ami preventing another 
accident. Mimy union pei'ioclicals de- 
vote considerahte space to accident- 
prevention education. Here in Maine 
the utility companies are doing an ex- 
cellent job. Some of the an allow the 
t^mployes logular periods of time at 
the company’s expense for the discus- 
sion of safely.

Local Runs Article

U II. 129. NASimi.I.I-:. TKNN.— We 

should like to submit as cmr contri- 
bution to “LiH-nl Lines” this month an 
articU* written by XECA Kashville 
Chapter Manager J* A* Scheffer, en- 
titled “Kighl i lours Work for Eight 
Hours Ihiy- A Challenge to Manage- 
ment and Ijabor*" 

At a ixwent meeting of lrihi>r repre- 
sentatives, an Inti-niational Kepresen- 
tative Btatetl that they could make 
much bidter progress wdth difficult 
negediations if they couhl la' assured 
of eight hours W'ork for eight hours 
pay from the men. 

At first considerationp one gets the 
impression that the union worker 
does not do an honest day’s work* 
This is, of course, an unfair con- 
clusion to arrive at and the question 
of what constitutes eight hours work 
requires scientific analysis* 

It has always been my opinion that 
the average Ldeclrkal worker is a 
sincere individuiil with the usual 
amount of “get-up and go” that all 
Anu'ncans possess* If he had received 
the four years of related training 
before becoming a journeyman, he 
has u hove- the -a VC rage knowledge of 
skilled workers in the building trades. 
If he did not receive ii thorough 
course of train lug but because of eco- 
nomic conditions was grantefi a 


jounieymaiTs card, he Is probably 
of avi'rage Intelligence* 

It is not customary for a group 
of men so mixed to lie down on the 
Job en masse. There an> other rea- 
sons. Man as an individual would 
rather doing something. 

[ have in mind a power house job 
that has not shown good results* The 
lnlM>r cost is exceeding the estimated 
cost. Iiuiuiring into the esUmating, 

I find that in past peiformances else- 
w'herc the estimating as to labor 
4 osts have worked out very Hose to 
the original figures. The company 
has records Ui pmve it* Tlie men on 
the job are experienced in tins type 
of work and should do a b».dter job. 
Working conditions ait* not had, con- 
sidering the job Is in the bill country. 
They have good places to live and the 
cafetoria on the job serves ixcellent 
fi»od at a very tow price* The lack rif 
efficient management is the cause. 

The pi-oject manager is experii'ncial 
and a card man* The general foiieman 
and the foivman w'cre all selected 
from the bt*st material available* The 
men are very unhappy on the job 
and rumblings are always pri'senl, 
Ilert' is an example of the lack of 
training and effident management* 

The project manager is an engineer, 
and according to his employer is a 
capable man* A scientific evaluation 
of the project manager’s joh wtmld 
prove that it calls for mon? than an 
engineer* It also require.s a man of 
stature who can inspire confident* 
and coopemtion in his subordinales, 
lie must also reflect the conipany’s 
p<dlcy, which is above reproach. The 
man they have w'ould Im* valuable 
somewhere, probably in a military 
capacity, but not on this j(»b. Scienti- 
fic manugement evaluates men for the 
particular job they have to do* 

A general foreman was put on this 
jidi to make up for the shoitcoinmgs 
*if the project manager and soothe 
the feelings of the workers* Me is a 
likeable fellow' with lots of experience 
as a w'orkman, but with mi inaimge- 
ment training- He is doing a CT-edit- 
ahle jiib, considering the dreum- 
stances* 

In onler to secuix? a general fore- 
man, the Stale of Tenne.ssee and si'V- 
ei*al neiirby states W'ere c^imbt'd 1>-- 
fore this man turned up. This wilt 
serv'e to illustrate the lack of avalL 
able trniiHd men for the hidter jobs. 
Ko one will train them — they Just 
have to gj'ow by themselves* 

1'he foi'enien w'ere seleciiul from 
the group. One of them had hatl 
previous experience as a fioeman, 
hut no siandul training of a super- 
visory nature. The crew's under these 
fore MU' n were not selected for their 
ability to do a certain type of work* 
Each group under the foremen is 
f bring a dilTerenl type of work and 
the men were not screened lierme as- 
BigTimeiit to a crew'* The fnremi'n 
liave little or no knowledge of how 


lo handle a ci-ew efficiently* They 
cannot pres*s the men because one of 
them may be his foreman on the next 
joh and make his life misemble* There 
is, therefore, a tendency to molly- 
coddle the men* 

What happened to eight hours wairk 
for eight hours pay on this tyiM* of 
setup? Biiih management and IjiIhu' 
are at fault. 

have many other conditions of 
poor and inefficient innnagemenl caus- 
ing a decre*a.se in productivity : im- 
proper tools and equipmcuil on lhi‘ 
job, dHiiyr'd oidering or scheduling 
rnuterial to the job, lack of tninspor- 
lation, insufficient supervision, and 
management’s idea that bc'cause a 
man is a journeyman he can do any 
kind of a job* He should b<? checked 
bt'fme he is sent on the job and given 
the necessary detailed instructions so 
that he won’t have to figure it out 
when he gets Ihci'c. 

til other words, the more efficient 
the maiiagemenl is* the more prmluc- 
Ijon will be had from the men* This 
is the chiillenge lo inanagemeiil to 
study and install efficient nianageinent 
methiHls* 

I«'ihor is not without rt'SponsibUity 
for the condition that exists* First 
eonsidenjtion is the training of jour- 
neymen* To the best of my know ledge 
a uniform basic curriculum for re- 
lated instructiciii for apprentices htia 
ne\er lieen insisted upon. The pre- 
education re(|uirements of the appt'em 
tic4* and the age limits are variable 
at the whim of the local committee* 
Some small communities can turn out 
jiiunieymvn any way they w^aiit* These 
imm ari' not restricted to w'ork in that 
jurisdiction* Many of them move to 
higher wage areas. National stand- 
ards for ti'aining a journey man 
should hi* established* 

Thi‘ tniining course developed by 
Local ITiinn 42fi in Nashville is per- 
haps one of the most complete theix' 
in. U covers every subject the ap- 
pi't'otiee should know. It is n four- 
year cmitue of not Ies*s than 57ft hours 
of related instructum* It is my opin- 
ion that all this basic material cannot 
Ih‘ taught nor absorbed by the appren- 
tice W'ith only four hours a w'eek in- 
struction* 

8uch intensive training means that 
the appiTnticc misses considerable in 
the training pi^iod. When he is gmd- 
uutcMl, he is momentarily lost* He now 
needs a period of rounding-out under 
a special instructor* We have pro- 
posted one additional year for the ap- 
prentice, during w'hich time he should 
he know n as a junior journeyman and 
wiHild be inslrucled somew'hat as fol-

The forcrnart ih just no or- 
dinary per wan — In^ must he a trained 
man in not only electrical woik, but 
managemivnt principles and lummn re- 
laliuns- fJis juh iifutviff it of hr tint- 

pfinir//. 

The job <jf foreman should lie niatle 
piumianent with a special course in 
supervisory timiaing for him. There 
should be enough pennanent foremen 
to have one in evm y shop. A ralio 
should he worked nut for each eco- 
nomic area. This basic traijdng would 
provide material fnr general rojconeii, 
su pei'iniendents, estimalijrs, and other 
Jobs of a rnanagei ial naturt-. 

Tiiesp are hut a few examples to 
illustrate tiiat eight hniirs wnrk fiir 
eight hours pay is more than a strong 
back with a weak mind. 

Hnth management and labor must 
cooperate to kcx-'p ujj with the terrific 
pace aliemi. Higher wages call for 
g^reater eificiency and greater cnici- 
eucy means speciali'^ed 1 mining for 
the journeymen, su|iervisory training 
for foieincn and u|i, witli |>ennam at 
i nliiigs with correapofiding wages foi^ 
llmse who make the grade.

other — in very truth, it is a confusion 
of the touffues. Not one person out of 
six understands the same tbiiiff by the 
wm-Hs spoken or* written by one of 
them. Rarely, if ever a I all, do the 
inU'iprelaiionH of Uh* keaier affree 
with tile inlenltt of the Kpeuker. 
Seldom do t hey r eceive I he basic idea 
that is in the mind of the sfa.mker 
More rreijuently, than not, do the 
hearers r*ead meiiniiiffs into what lhi*y 
read and hear than strive to acquire 
the intended idea that it was tiui 
speaker's or w*riter>- iiiteui to pass to 
them. Il is this confusion of the 
toiiffues that is at the Imek of* and is 
the prime facior of the cuuiw for, the 
confusion that is r*um}iuni iti the 
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vvorlil of our worlds yours and 

mi nr; and vw oursdvos make it what 
it is. This IS thi' l.asic rausi* for the 
wai-s and slriviiiRS to^rother atrainst 
one anoUier which will» if we continue 
lit the rate we are destroy tis. 

Itul, Ihe woritJ ia not life. The 
worltl \H not ultimate reality. The 
worUI is only a cr<‘iiied thiriK, com- 
posed of mimio'ous created thinjTS and 
lieini^.s. U is, in itsidf» unstuhk\ triins- 
ilory, eontimiousty chati^rirui heiinr ex- 
tremely fluidic, tt chanKCfl as the 
mass thmiirhl of the races of yienples 
chanires. It is a mirror that i-etlects 
the mass consciousness, the dcj^rec of 
their irilidliKence ami their motives 
and kleolo|Ties, It is coni]iosite, in that 
it is compt ised of the sum lotiil by ad* 
mix tyre of the ideas, motives, inten* 
timis and purfioses^ of all of the peo- 
ples of all lands. The only Ihinp: in^ 
it that dmiures not is I hi* life In it. 

The esseiitjul life within each of us 
is the only factor that is basicly un- 
chanaeahle and eternal. Hut. even it, 
in its outward manifestations, fluc- 
tuates. Its manifestation is ilejHOHlcnt 
u|M>n our aw'ureness of it, of the limits 
w€» jdace upon it* or upon how we re- 
lease/ it to full and free ex'|jrcssion. 
But, most of us are much aware of 
the outer seir, the natural physical 
animal self, Iteinjj thus conscious of 
ourself the inner essential self never 
receives ennu^th attention or develop- 
ment to he a hie to hecoine evident in 
our daily lives. We s fiend so much of 
our time in dovelopinir the physical 
brain and muscular hrawn that the 
faculties and powers and attributes of 
the soul, the inner essential ladn^t 
latent, imjiotifnt and unman ifested in 
the lives of most of us. This is due 
to u truRic miBConcept that has some- 
how hecome hypnotically fixed in the 
mimis of most of us. hue to this 
erroneous concefit niany think that 
they ure a huily ami that they have, 
that is poRsrss, like one would possess 
a ctml, a soul that we are told needs 
saviiif^. T\w truth is you tm* a Hving 
soul and imssess a Imdy, which is the 
temfile of the l.ivin**: (lod. How the 
blind ^nddes have misled thi« blind, 
unthinkiu^f, masses of the jieople. J>o 
not theij’ very own acci^fiteil sacred 
writings teach plainly, if they would 
but read for themselves, tlmt the 
whole creation Kroaneth in travail 
awaitinif for the manifesiation of the 
sons of (Jotl?" And do not these same 
^^eriplures teach that it is not the soul 
that nei^ls redemption hut m we read 
in Paul's Kfdstle to the Itnmans: we 
.seek anil wait for ihe reflemf»tion of 
our bodies, ll is our fad Lire to see 
and understand this truth thal is the 
rwt of all mir woes. Thi.s Is not a 
n>Hfrious nor fanatical haranjrue, hut 
is instead an at tern fit to point rmi the 
source of our confusion. Based upon 
a confusion of ideologies, which in 
turn is rooted in the confusion of 
tonjfues, we have erected an erlifice 


that is a false civilisation consisting 
racies, deceptions. Iloll>wvood is not 
the only place that xve And those falia- 
of a succession of falm^-frouis, hyt»0C' 
fronts, hut all about us we flmi fire- 
tense instead of naturalness. I'he real 
and essential stdf is inliihited and neg- 
lected, The outer self is idealized and 
(jamfiereit. This always fimdiices con- 
fusion. Think on these words of 
,h\sus, the i^reat master, until the full 
meaning and intent of them pene- 
trates into your consciousness: **If i 
hi^ar wilne.ss of my si* If my witness is 
false.^' 

There are many thiuK^ in us of 
which We are not <lisli nelly conscious. 
To waken that slumbio ioi; conscious- 
uesa into life, into outward manifesta- 
tion, and so to lead us ujs to the litjht, 
is <me ofTicc t^f every mi nist ra- 

tion U> human nalint^ whether its 
vehide he the pen or the lort^iie. We 
are uneonscious of ihe Intensity and 
awful ness of the life within us. Health 
and sickness, joy and sorrow, success 
and disappointment, lifi- and death, 
love and hate* are familiar words up- 
on (lur lips: and wc do not know ti> 
what depths they point within us. 

Let us seek a mutual understanding 
of our w*ords, ideas, ami |?oals. Lei us 
awaken to our real selves, and fiermil 
that real self unhamt>cri*<i freetlom of 
expression. Lei us here resolve to 
cease to build a Tmv€»r of Uabel^ — let 
us iLCCome aware of thi* Imds of the 
trade, seek to become skillful in the 
use of them; let us all bcjrin to work, 
umler the direction and supervision of 
the rtfaml Master, from the same 
blueprint, and then we will erect the 
true temple — -the edifice of wholeness; 
thus will confusion, strife, selfishness* 
and jitreed disappear from amon^ lis, 
as also will world wars cease. 

Thus shall we find* anti only sr>, 
lastin{' peace, in oiir orjrunizations, 
our communities, our tmlkm, or in the 
world, by first estnhiiHliin]^ these basic 
thing's in ourselves, h’or, us we huv^e 
said, the world is a composite thin^*: — 
each of m Ueink^ hut a sinH:li* stone 
in the vast whole of it. What kind of 
a stone arc you, Brother? Your world 
reflects you. Our emphasis needs cor- 
rt^tinj^; needs to he placed upon beiutr 
instead of upon havin^f. 

Think seriously and deeply ujwn 
these thinffs, my Brother, for I Iw^ 
lieve that in them you will find the 
key of knowledge that the racketeers 
have taken away from the common

On Power Ownership

To my knowledge, this is the first time 
tluil Liical 11141) has contributed any- 
tldng Ut the Local Lines section of the 
Jm rtNAE. VV'e would like, howevor, to 
take this opp<nl unity to comment on 
the aitidc of the July issue of the 
JoTHN \i. relative to live Intci na- 
t ionars policy on public powao. 

'l'ho.se nf us connected with the util- 


ity tndu.stry have been concerned f<jr 
(piitc some time now with the en- 
croachment of government ownershijj 
in this field, whether it be Federal. 
State 01 ^ Municipal. As stated in the 
Intemationars Statement of Policy, 
we know full well that in many in- 
stances it ha.s not always been imsy 
to negotiate with private utility own- 
er. ship, but we have made progress in 
this field and certainly do extwet 
to continue this progress. On the 
other hand, we know too, of the pn»b- 
lems that are encountered when deal* 
irig with government agertcies. ft cer* 
tainly does not seem desirable to have? 
the welfare of our members subject to 
the whims and caprices of politicians. 
We have worked too hard aiid Ltxi long 
foi- the conditions we have established 
to permit them now to become mere 
political footballs. 

Aside from the que.stion of wind her 
t>r not it is better to negotiate with 
private management rather than gov- 
ernmental agencies, the fimdamentnl 
principles of pi'ivate enterprise are 
involved. Many sins have been com* 
mitted in the name of private enter* 
prise and surely none of us are so 
naive that we are not able to n^cog- 
nize them. However, organized labor 
in the United States, after dm- 
thought and serious constderalimi, has 
takf'ii the position that the privatt? 
enterprise system, capitaHsin, or 
whatever you want to call it, ts ihr 
best system for the working man. If 
this is true, then ceitulnly it should 
apply hi the utility industry as well 
as any other. 

I'erhaps there are many ways in 
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which utility can he Im- 

pnn’c'U; perhaps then* an* many 
abijst»s vvhidi shautti bt* cia i-vcti-d. Ltd 
us md make the aiime misUike ai'iiiiust 
{hem that was made against us. Let 
us not writi' a Taft- Hartley I^nv for 
utility ow^nership. If the indusUy has 
its abuses, let us legislate to correct 
these ahom’S. I^et us not leKislnte 
thtmi out of business or the Interna- 
tional Brrdherhood of Electrical Wor k* 
ers out of the utility orjsani^-ition 
held. 

In my opinion, the eletdneal worker 
deserves the highest ntles of pay of 
any trade, whether he a lineman, 
inside inn II or in any other branch of 
the industry. 1 think we ha%'e n hidler 
chance of KoUing that highest pay 
from private ownership than we laive 
of getting it from the (iovermnent.

Although the fhirilan.s eonliniteil 
to hold iheii' loeal eelehnitions. 
Thanksgiving ns an American holi- 
ilay Imd no estaldishcd signiheaiiet* 
for more than 200 years nfh^r its 
first cel el) rat ion. It was md until 
the end of Mie century, after the 
Revolutionary War, tlial (’ongress 
apiU’iived a national Thanksgiving 
l>ay, tieorge Wn.shington issued 
tlie first presidential proelauiation, 
designating Xoveinher 2<i I he <hiy 
to 1 h^ 4*elehrated, lull still its ohserv- 
anee was limited to the Nortliern 
states. 

In I he liovernor of Vir- 

ginia sent a ttiessage t»i the staP* 
legislature urging recognition of 
the holiilay, Iml the suggi^stion mel 
nmeh up posit ion fruni the tnavple, 
who considered ihe wlnde iilea a 


** relic of Puritan higutry.*’ Two 
years later, liowever, the new gov- 
vriior of the slate issued a proela- 
II Nit ion apiminting die day and 
soon, ulluT Sondiern slates began 
to fall in line. 

Tills firogres,s stopfied temfiornr- 
ily widi die uuihi'eak of ihe (Ivil 
War ami there wasn’t a mil her mt- 
tiorial Thanksgiving I Jay inilil 
LS(i2* when Ahraham Lineuln eall- 
ed OH die imdon to give lllmd^s 
for vieturle.s in tin* War. In lSfi4, 
Lineoiu issued a (n-oelamat ion de- 
signating die fourth Thiirsthiy in 
XovendHU* a national day of thanks- 
giving. and iuleiuied tlml It he 
eelehrated amnia Ily in every stale. 

Agitation for tlie udo|ition of a 
uni form date for ohs4^rvam*e of 
this day eame mostly frotn the edi- 
tor of *‘ihidey H lanly's Book/' 
Mrs, Sarah -fosephs Hale. !Mrs, 
Hale desired that TImnksgiving 
I Jay lie given the same revemice 
and resfjeet slmwti the Fourth of 
.Inly In her eaminiign for recug- 
niliou of tin- holiday, slie wrote to 
(lovernuix to stale legislators, to 
anyone who could help her eause. 
Finally* she wrote to President 
Litieoln, enelosing a etifiy of Wash- 
ington s proelamalioii of 17S1I, ask- 
ing pulilie observance of the day. 
It was soori after dial President 
I/rncoln proclaimed the ilay a Infii- 
day. The prmdii^e of eeleliniting 
tlie fourth Thursday in NiwemhiU' 
was the custom until PJdH when 
PresideHl Roosevelt, in his procla- 
mation, called fur the day lu he 
uliserveil un the third Tlmt^sday of 
Novemher, and tlius it lias heen 
eelehrated sinee. (Hie reason for 
the ehange Was to aid husinessnieii 
hy ereating a longer period lie- 
tween Thanksgiving l>ay ami 
(‘hristmas Hay for die rhristma.s 
shu Piling periofl,) 

It is apparent theti, that Thanks- 
giving Hay has a ileep signitieanee 
wliieh stems from the very na>t of 
otir American heritage.

Sii was the intrieati* eqnipmeiil 
whii'h these tinion tire tighters 
sliowed us and whieh they have 
leanu'fl to Use so well. Hur Bro- 
tfier eleetrieians will he inter- 
est ei I to know that all tniek eont’ 
panies earry a loHIhwatt gen- 
erator to sut>ply twn huge seandj 
Ugh Is whieh iimy he filayed on 
hnildings tn hidp firemen tit di- 
reeling their ladder and fiose. 
They also coirry aeetylene ttn^dies 
for eutting bars on wintjows and 
Ollier wise reselling 1ra]qred per- 
sons. All sorts of fore if lie entry 
tools nnti first-aid ettnipment are 
also earried, in a dt lit ton to tite 
regular hose, ladders, e1e„ one ex- 
fleets to find mi a fire trmdi. One 
of the firemen demonstrated a 
pieee of stand art I equipment mt 
I hi* fire triiek — u rifle, used to 
shoot a eord lo the ti>p of a build- 
ing lo a fi remain by wliieli a life 
line etmid he drawn up and used 
iti nvselie work. 

The water towers oii the trneks 
were iltnnonst rated also. When a 
Vfdume of wat(*r is needed at 
great height, these are used. They 
eaii throw water a heigh ( of 12 
stories ai 1125 gallons per in i li- 
nt e. 

One of the things wliieh im- 


[Hvsse<l us most in our visit wilh 
the Washington I'm* Fighters, 
was Their keen in te rest iu their 
work, their strong sense of duty, 
anmuntiiig almost to lirroie devo- 
tion. their loyal ty lo their offieers 
and their praise of their nniou. 

We asked one young fireman 
how he eame to be ii firemuii. lie 
was one of those, !ik<' so very 
many, for wltom the wiirk of tlie 
fireman has sui*h a faseinatioti in 
(diildhnoil. ‘*1 Jnsi always wanted 
to he a fireman,"* bo said, *‘and 
Tve never regreTH‘d joining ujo 
1 like the idea of lielpiug |U'ople, 
(‘spefially in these days when so 
many fieojilt* are luirting others. 
I like to feel Fm doing some 
good/" We would say that s a 
rather wonderful attitude to wan I 
n roeafion. 

niie tireman tohl ns of 111 ** tire 
lie"d never forget — when a store 
at 711 (I Street was in tlames and 
his biidily, tnijiped by the fire was 
Imrneil lo deatfi. 

A young tireman told ns his 
most vivid memory was of the 
Hoger Smith lintel lire when he 
helped reseue a heaittifnl hltunl 
I partially eltilhetl i from the lOlh 
story on a life line. 

Another tireman said one rd' Ids 
most interesting ext»eriem*es did 
not invtjlve a fire. You see fire- 
men are vailed iqum In ilo all 
Si y Vi s of I h 1 n gs f ro m n'sm i i n g eli i I - 
dren who look them selves iu 
bathrooms, to getting spinsters' 
eats out of trees, 'rhey are ealled 
out on all sorts of reseue Tvork^ — 
drownings, gas as[»ldxiaiion. sun- 
stroke. bad aeeidems, mass vases 
(y( ptoniaino poisoning, to iu*ep in- 
fa utile tatra lysis viviims breath- 
ing in resuscitalors until tliey eau 
be gotten inti* hosjiital inni lungs 
— ^all sorts of tin ties, Tlie iiieitleitl 
our fireman idivil iiivtjlwd a vail 
on tdiristnins Kve. A bnly eom- 
t>iained tlia! a voii*e was talking 
and iiumning inside hvr wall. 
Thinking the lady hail liallneinn- 
lions hut re p( Ml ing for servit*t‘ any- 
way, the firemen heart I the moiui- 
irig voiee also. They investigaietl, 
found that a [>otjr fellow imbibing 
too mueh “Fhristiiias elieer" tiad 
vlimbed the tire esenpe to the 
roof and fallen down the ehim- 
ney. He was there frmn one in 


the morning till six in tlie eve- 
ning when the lire men ent 
through the wall, removiug briek 
and ])iaster to get the poor nn- 
fortnnate out, eut and bruised bill 
otherwise nidmri. 

Allot ln*r tireman I obi us his 
most vivid memory was of the 
ICmpire Apartmeui tragedy at flth 
and .Mf. Vernon Plai*e. 

Tlie lire alann vame in and his 
vompany was the fir,st due to re- 
jior!. Wlieu they arrived, the ris- 
ing eloioi of dust looked like 
smoke ainl he tlimight it was an 
ortlinury fire, until lie spied Itvo 
[leople standing in their rdglit 
elothes in a sliow wimimv on the 
til's! tloor trying to get out. Tfiey 
liad fallen through the eeiltug. 
7'his was the eelehraied ease of 
the aiiartmeni I nil Id ing vvldvli eol- 
bqiserl killing n iinmbvr of jieople 
and injuring many more. The tire- 
man who told ns ahouf lids, de- 
seribed the <lratnatie reseue TVork, 
mice again demnnstratiiig the ha/.- 
anious work these Brother A. F. 
of L. meinliei's are ealled on to 
perforin. He lold of a llreniHii 
izoiiikr up on a pompier ladiier 
to reseue a woman and hahy, and 
of the tirsi vietini he brought out. 
a very heavy, very olil man. who 
had to lo* lifted earefnily ovt*r 
nails and Jagged boards, widh* 
beds and beams hanging througfi 
rafters ifireatened to fall mi res- 
eller and res(*ned at any moment. 

The unioil and the Fin* Fight- 
ers themselves are iloing a splen- 
did job — a job tlial seem.s over 
Mild a bo Vi* llie simjile eall of fluty.
